Havana's l-'lne Harbor. Chdiacteiistlcs of 


the Spanish People. Troubled Condition 


of the Island. Hard Fate of Prisoners 
of War. People Learning Havana. 


Lewis Perkins read before the board of 


trade last night an interesting account of 
his journey to Cuba and Mexico, from 
which he 
recently returned. It was 


greatly enjoyed by the members present 
with their wives and lady friends, as it 
doubtless will he by readers of the TRAN- 
SCRIPT. That part of the paper relating 
to the visit to Havana is herewith epveu: • 


A Migratory Ti ip. 


For the past twelve yean it ha.=> been 


my privilege during the winter months to 
make migiatory irifa southward. I have 
studied to avoid the beaten routes of tour- 
ists and excursion parlies, preferring the 
greater freedom of independent travel. A 
year ago, while sailing along the coast of 
the island of Cuba, I became interested in 
the rebellion just beginning, and during 
the year have watched with nnutuul in- 
terest ita progress. For this reason I was 
induced to take a trip to Havana this win- 
ter. Serious minrted people advised me to 
keep away, and many looked with won- 
der when I told them that I was bound for 
Cuba. I enjoy ocean travel, and why not? 
Every hour is a pleasure and every day 
brings .new experiences. The fine new 
steel steamships of the New York and Cu- 
ba Mall line, 4000 tons capacity, are really 
Boating palaces, officered by efficient, ge- 
nial and accommodating men. Large, airy 
staterooms, good beds, superb cuisine and 
agreeable companion? give all the luxuries 
of modern sea-going travel. 


Dunn Jim York llnrbor. 


Sailing down New York harbor and 


passing Sandy Hook, we are soon out on 
the ocean headed southward. The sea air 
is exhilarating. Standing on the prow of 
the ship rising and falling majestically, we 
watch with interest as she gracefully 
plows through, the deep, 
blue-crested 


waves. We cross the Gulf stream and in 
three days are down to Jupiter Light on 
the coast of Florida. Many times I have 
crossed this ocean river, but never before 
was the line of demarkation so clearly de- 
nned; the bottle-green color of the ccean 
and the indigo blue of the stream were as 
sharply denned as if one half of the floor 
was painted green and the other half blue. 
We are so near the shore that we can see 
distinctly hotels and bulk-houses on the 
land, and even people walking on the 
beach. For seventy-five miles or more we 
sail along this coast, noticing at intervals 
light houses, until we pass the Florida 
Keys, and then steer straight for Cuba. 
The next morning we rise early and even 
before taking coffee go on deck for our 
morning walk. By referring to the log 
we find we have made some more than 


1200 
nautical miles since leaving New 


York. The charming island is before u~; 
its irregular mountain slopes, ita low 
Moorish-built houses and then wonderful 
Morro Castle are all in sight. In the back 
ground upon the green hills are coeoanut 
trees, huge-leaved bananas and graceful 
palms. The Spanish pilot comes on board 
and we steam into the ancient harbor. 
Just opposite Morro Castle, and near to it, 
we make a detour in our course, for in the 
channel lies submerged one of the best 
iron ships of the Spanish navy, only re- 
cently sunk here with great loss of life. A 
short time before, at midnight, she was 
coming out of the harbor hunting flllibus- 
ters, with no signal lights up, was run into 
by al'irge Bbip jiifct coming in and went 
down carrying with her nuny of the offi- 
cers and crew. 


At Jlnvjiiuv. 


Havana has a good harbor. Wecourited 


twenty-two steam and many stilling ships 
anchored here. There were several war 
ships from different nations, but alas! not 
even from the United States. No other 
foreign nation has so great commercial 
interests as this country, and the many 
citizens from here residing there are en- 
tirely unprotected. 


After conilii? to anchor we were inform- 


ed it would not be atfe to lajjd, for recent 
orders had been issued by the military de- 
partment prohibiting passengers in transit 
to land without special pennt. The cari- 
osity to go ashore, however, cvcrcaaie our 
timidity and ashore we went regardless of 
consequences. The captain cautioned us 
not to remain on laud after sundown. 
Most of the passengers followed his direc- 
tion. Here are unfamiliar sights to the 
northern eyes; everyw here we i;o, every- 
thing we sse is strange. 
Unable to speak 


the language, we walk the narrow streets 
and upon the narrower sidewalks, many 
of them not more than eighteen or twen- 
ty

width.

the metropolis of the ".V'osl Indies. Thr 
island is about 700 miles Ion,7 aad it won- 
derfully productive. Upon its fertile soil 
the finest flavored tobacco is grjwn. but 
the sugar crop yields the larger revenue, 
the climate during the winter months is 
delightful. Five days previous to our ar- 
rival here we were walking through sleet 
and snow in the streets of Boston shiver- 
ing; now wo are under a cloudless sky 
amid luxuriant vegetation and in an at- 
mosphere of July. Most of the houses 
are only one story in height, a precaution 
necessary in this country, where earth- 
quakes sometimes occur. They have no 
glass in the windows, but iron bars and 
wooden shutters form the only protection 
from burglars and storm. Every Spanish 
city has its plaza, with a great variety of 
tropical trees and very many fragrant 
flowers growing in it. 
The Spaniards, in spite of all that is said 
against them have.many redeeming charac 
teristics and traits well worthy of imita- 
tion. They are a very hospitable people ; 
their cordialityand generosity is unequaled 
I have talked with merchants in the 
United States who have commercial re- 
lations with them and the univejsal opin- 


ion is, they are good businessmen, honest, I 
upright, and regarding their word as a | 
solemn pledge. I was surprised to learn I 
this. They have national pride. Once | 
the Spanish navy commanded the respect j 
and admiration of the world, bat 
for j 


many years it has declined greatly. 
| 


In conversation with an intelligent Span- ' 


iard ! asked, "Why not give Cuba her in- ! 
dependence''? "No, never," he said, "we | 
d iscoversd America; by ri;bt it is ours, j 
We have lost all of South America, we j 
have lost all of Central Atiei'ica, we have I 
lost Mexico and a large territory in tho | 
United States. We have remaining only j 
Porto Rico and Cuba. Wo want recogni- 
tion and standing on the American side. 
We will never surrender our r,ghts:"

They are a musical people. Large ap- 


propriations of money are niaie fcr music. 
Every Sunday afternoon ami thiee times 
in the week most excellent music is fui- 
nisbed by the bands on tbe Plaza, for all 
classes to enjoy. If one adiuires ieniale 
beauty an evening spent upon the Plaza 
will repay him lor the 
trouble. The 


women are graceful in manner, haxe olive 
complexions, ebony eyes, hair Ijke jet and 
perfect figures. These beauties me mod- 
est «nd shy. If you look at them as they 
pass by they will scree i their faces from 
your view, but if yuu turn to look after 
passing by you will invariably fee lustrous 
eyes peering after you. As the band plays 
in the evening upon the plazi it is cus- 
tomary for the people to come out and 
promenade through the streets and upon 
the walks in this public square. Here the 
flowers are indeed fragrant and amid the 
tropical foliage and choice plants, tower- 
ing 
above 
&tand 
stately. 
Bright 


plumed birds send 
their sneet notes 


upon the air in the daytime. Upon the 
circular walks arcund the band stand 
young men may be seen walking in one 
direction and prettily dressed girls, hat- 
less in the other, so they are constantly 
meeting each other, and a succession of 
innocent flirtations is kept up. 


These people are distinctly Roman 


Catholics. The cathedrals are magnifi- 
cent; they spend their money freely upon 
them, There are churches here which 
have cost fabulous amounts. The great 
cathedral in Havana we visited. The al- 
tar is magnificent indeed, and beside it 
rests the remains of Christopher Colum- 
bus. Their club bouses are elegant and 
beautiful. 


The War in Cuba. 


But about the rebellion, and what will 


the end be, is asked. No one can yet tell 
the immediate result. One thing is cer- 
tain, Cuba sometime, and not long hence 
either, will be free from Spain. If success 
does not come this year it will later. Gen- 
eral Gomez has an army of about 40,000 men 
mounted, acclimated, actmaint3d with 
the country and marching at his will over 
three quarters of the island. 
His policy 


is to destroy the crops, impoverish the 
people and thereby diminish the revenue 
to Spain. While sailing along the coast 
we saw cane fields on fire in three places 
being burned by Gomez men. 


Opposing him is a trained army of 130,- 


000 strong, unmounted, not acclimated 
and unacquainted in the country. Gomez 
has no war ships, while the Spanish have 
a powerful navy with many formidable 
boats. The night we were there one ship 
came in from Spain with 2300 soldiers, 
mostly boys from 17,to 20 years of aje. 
As we walked through the streets of 
Havana soldiers were to be seen every- 
where. That atternoon while we were 
there five prisoners, just captured, were 
mached in. 
Poor fellows! 
We knew 


too well their fate. 
The captured arc 


confined in Morro Castle and Cabana 
prison fora while and then, perhaps the 
statement made to me by a New York 
newspaper correspondent, in his own 
words, will tell better than I can. 


"I have almost absolute evidence that 


policicil prisioners are being inurdeied 
by the Spaniards. Tliey are brought into 
Havana every (lay in droves, and no otic 
ever tees them again. They are taken to 
the prison at Cabana, across tbe Lay. 
Only the day beloro I lelt, ;i boatman 111 
the harbor told me a tale which I am cor- 
tainutiue. He is one of there :nrii i, no 
float around llie I/ay pick'iig up tlic flot- 
sam and jetsam of the tides. 'ih.it morn- 
ing early he had been over near Cabana 
and swore that ho saw two or three bo Us 
put out f'ro.n neir the pr'-Oj) v, illi dead 
bodies in tncm. Tnc ij"K*K were manned 
by soldiers. One ci.i only \viii-pei these 
things in Havana, 
but a grtat uiiiiy

In all larger tools the elec- 
tric niotur si.cmld form an Integral pnrt of 
tin t"nl itsi If. mid the conductor can bo 
carried to it in such a manner as to bo 
completely nut of risk nr interference with 
the fsnipwiii's or the lloor, or with the 
lifting appliances overhead.

to be nvniUoil. It is far more economical 
tn bring tin machine tool up to the work 
than to inoui the work up to tho tool, and 
this is niidily carried out with eloctrio 
transmission. Drilling, shaping and mill- 
ing machinery cnu bo insule portable and 
can bi> brought up and fixed to tho work 
by the ordinary shop lifting appliances. 
As suou as such a tool is in position power 
can bo applied to it from distribution 
boxes, arn'iwd at convenient intervals!

can inflict, dragging out their miserable 
lives, suffering worse than death, dying 
by inohes and rotting alive in those abom- 
inable Spanish dungeors. 


People Leaving llnvnnn. 


It was not my purpose to remain long 


in Cuba. We were not allowed to go out 
into the country, which we were very 
anxious to do. I talked some with the 
merchants in the city. "Business" they 
say is paralizerl and unless this thing 
comes to an end s^on we shall be ruined 
financially." People are getting out of 
Havana for safety. Any moment there 
may be an uprising of the sympathizers 
with the insurgents for not a few reside Jn 
the city. 
Weyler realizes this, coise 


qu'jntly the city has many 
thousand 


soldiers within its limits. 
Every ship 


bound for Mexico and the United Statei 
has more cr less passengers leaving 
Havana. 
Coming home we had two 


newspaper correspondents with us, Murat 
Halstead of the New York Journal, and 
Mr. Luka, the author 
of the above 


quotation, 


Mr. Luks had been there since D°cem- 


ber; was out with Gomez' men and learned 
many things of interest; had been arrasted 
three times, but succeeded in making; his 
escape. He told me it was very important 
thnt he should go to New York on our 
ship and that she could notsxil from the 
port of Havana too quickly, as he was 
wanted by the Spanish. He told me miny 
heart rending barbarities, one of which I 
have given above, SFhieh were distressing 
Q the extreme. 


From Havana we sailed for Mexico,

WORK IN CONGRESS. 


Legislative Appropriation BUI Passed by 


the Senate. 


Washington. March 38.—The senate 


Is not in session to-day, having ad- 
journed over until 
Monday. 
The 


legislative appropriation bill, which 
was passed yesterday, appropriates, in 
round numbers, $25,500,000. 
There 


was much debate upon it—first on Sen- 
ator Sherman's motion to strike out 
all tho sections relating to the com- 
pensation of U. S. district-attorneys, 
clerks and marshals (putting them on 
a salary system instead of the present 
system of fees), and then on Senator 
Hill's motion to strike out a proviso 
changing the time of the meeting of the 
legislative assembly of New Mexico. 
Senator Sherman's motion was defeat- 
ed—yeas, 18', nays, 30—so that the bill 
remains, in that respect, as it passed 
the house. Senator Hill's motion de- 
veloped a political controversy, and 
Senator Gorman gave notice that tlie 
discussion could not be out off t'lt 
would assume pretty large dimensions. 
With the object of avoiding this threat- 
ened political debate, Senator Cullom, 
who was in charge of the bill, moved 
to lay Senator Hill's motion on the 
table, but this was disagreed to—yeas, 
21, nays, 29. The democratic senators 
were aided by the votes of the popu- 
lists and of two republicans. There- 
upon Senator Cullom withdrew all op- 
position to Senator Hill's motion, and 
it was agreed to. That practically 
ended the consideration of the bill, and 
it was passed without a division. 


Iloose of Representatives. 


At the conclusion of last night's ses- 


sion of the house, which was devoted 
to the consideration of private pension 
bills, an adjournment was taken until 
Monday, a motion to that effect having 
been carried late in the afternoon de- 
spite the strenuous opposition of Con- 
gressman Cannon, chairman of the 
committee on appropriations. Quite 
unexpectedly, the house refused to 
consider the sundry civil appropriation 
bill, adopting a motion to take up bills 
on the private calendar for the first 
time this session. The adoption of this 
motion exhausted an hour, and an- 
other hour was spent in discussing a 
motion that only pension and private 
relief bills reported from the commit- 
tee on military affairs be considered. 
This was finally agreed to. Only three 
bills were considered, and they were 
reported to the house with a recom- 
mendation that they be passed, but 
no vote was taken. 


TOBACCO TRUST CASE. 


Continuation of tho Hearing Against the 


American Company at Newark. 


Newark, N. J., March 28.—The hear- 


ing of evidence agninst the American 
Tobacco company was continued before 
Chancellor Heed yesterday afternoon 
in the action to'prevent the corporation 
from discriminating against jobbers. 
Hobert J. Park of Park & Tilford, New 
York jobbers, swore his firm had pur- 
chased SS,000 Admiral cigarettes but 
returned S3,500 when pressed on a con- 
tract made with the American com- 
pany. Simon C, Maruell, a New York 
jobber, said he had been forced to sell 
trust cigarettes or have to pay higher 
figures for other tobacco, lie had re- 
ceived .5400 a year in presents from the 
trust to push its goods. 


DEATH OF FRANCIS R, FAVA. 


Only Child of the Italian Ambassador 


and a Prominent Architect. 


Washington, March 28.—Francis E. 


Fava, jr., son of Baron Fava, tha 
Italian ambassador, who died here yes- 
terday of consumption, was the only 
child of his parents. He was 36 years 
old and fifteen years ago the title of 
baron was conferred upon him by the 
king of Italy. For the past six years 
he has b.een one of the most prominent 
architects in Washington.

ployes of the Union Traction company

The conference lasted over 
au hour, and the men left to report tho 
result to thoir comrades, and an ap- 
pointment was mada to meet Mr. 
Welsh again this afternoon. The com- 
mittee, so far as they were individual- 
ly concerned, told Mr. Welsh that they 
had no grievances, but were thero as 
representatives of those who had. Mr. 
Welsh advised them to try to bring 
them all over to their way of thinking. 
The general feeling of the traction 
officials is that the men will take no 
harsh measures, and that an amicable 
adjustment of the differences will be 
reached. A committee of colored men 
headed by ex-minister to Hayti Dur- 
ham also visited President Welsh and 
asked that the Union Traction com- 
pany consider the question of employ- 
ing colored men as motormen and con- 
ductors. Mr. Welsh did not givu his 
callers any encouragement.

Bankers Display an Indisposition To Lead, 


Foreign Trade More Satisfactory—Ex- 


ports Increase and Imports De- 


crease by Biz Per Cent. 


New York, March 28.—Dun's weekly 


resume of the state of trade for th« 
week just closing, to-day, says: No ira 
portant change has occurred In tha 
general condition of business during 
the week, and if trades in some re- 
spects look; worse, in other respects 
they look better. Some failures of 
magnitude have Recurred, which hav« 
caused much apprehension and unwill- 
ingness to lend among bankers, and 
there have been somewhat less favora- 
ble features in the dry goods market, 
but in iron and steel conditions are 
slightly, and in boots and shoes con' 
siderably, more hopeful. The labor 
controversies, mainly in the clothing 
trade, still cause much interruption of 
that business. Foreign trade is a little 
more satisfactory, exports from New 
York for three weeks showing an in- 
crease over last year of 6 per cent,, 
while imports have shown nearly tha 
same rate of decrease, ftnd there are 
not wanting signs that tho domestic 
markets have been somewhat over- 
loaded with many kinds of foreign 
goods. In general, the course of do- 
mestic prices tends to favor the market- 
ing of staples abroad. 


Woolen Goods Trade Slack. 


While not many of the great mills 


have entirely stopped, the contlnuod 
accumulation of goods has led to con- 
siderable curtailment of output, even 
by the mills which continue in opera- 
tion. The demanl for women's dress 
goods is the best feature of the woolen 
market, and there is about as much 
difficulty as at any time in men's wear 
departments, the operations of clothiers 
being hindered, not only by the preva- 
lent strikes, but by slackness of imme- 
diate demand. The gales of wool have 
fallen to less than half an ordinary 
week's full consumption. A striking 
feature this week has been a sale of 
350,000 pounds of American wool for 
shipment to England. 


Iron and Steel ( Boots and Shoes. 


The iron and sterl market has dis- 


closed a similar feature, for a little 
Alabama pig has be«n sold for export 
by the Sloss company, though few im- 
agine that much business of that sort 
is possible. 
The slow market of finish- 


ed products is still the main trouble. 
There has been a little more activity 
this week, and the Carnegie works 
have sold 10,000 steel rails to Japan, 
thus scoring a noteworthy success, but 
in the main the market is about as in- 
active and inefficient as it has been. 
The shipments of boots and shoes from 
the east have been in four weeks of 
March 267,SU9 cases against 321,303 last 
year, and 325,983 in the same weeks of 
1893, but there has been a marked in- 
crease in new business, as was noticed 
a week ago, and the works in some de- 
partments are now well provided with 
orders for the full season.

Business Failure*. 


The returns of failures are somewhat 


disappointing. Several of magnitude 
were mentioned a week ago, and they 
have swelled the aggregate of de-

last year and 310,061,991 in 1894. The 
manufacturing liabilities were 35,590,- 
673 against $0,411,343 last year, and 
£4,698,118 in 1894, while trading were 
$0,498,341 against $4,824,779 last year, 
and 84,225,082 in 1894.
